In a cen tnffony attended by nearly 
300 coUeag les, family members and 
friends, PB DCs Central Campus gym¬ 
nasium was named for Elisabeth Erling 
and the District Offices were named 
for Tony Tate. 

Erling, considered by many as the 
Grande Dame of PBCC, arrived at the 
College in 1956 where she taught 
health, physical education, anatomy and 
physiology. Her remarkable talent for 
organization and leadership earned her 
the first of many promotions in 1958 as 
she was named chairman of the home 


College s first female 
vice president. The 
Elisabeth W. Erling 
Gymnasium is indeed 
a fitting tribute to this 
legendary educator 
who retired on 
June 30. 

Additionally, 

Talc was recug- 
[ nized for liis 37 
years of exem¬ 
plary service 
and leadership 
at PBCC. Tate 
came on board in 
1958 as a teacher 
of health and phys¬ 
ical education. 

After assuming 
responsibility for the 
College s recreation 
and intramural pro¬ 
gram, he became assis¬ 
tant director of services 
in 1961. In 1968, he was 
named director of ser¬ 
vices; in 1969, he became 
director of business 
affairs; and in 1972, he 
advanced to become dean 


of business affairs. In 1975, Tate 
appointed vice president of business 
affairs. His title and responsibilities 
were expanded in 1987 when he was 
named vice president of administrai 
and business affairs. 

Tate has received many honors ove; 
the years, including being named reci] 
ient of the 1989 Region XII Outstand¬ 
ing Business Officer Awaid by the 
National Council of Community 
College Business Officers. By his own 
admission, he is most proud of the work 
that he did to provide easier program 
and facilities access for PBCC s dis¬ 
abled students. Under his supervision, 
PBCC was one of the first community 
colleges in the state to accommodate 
the special needs of these students and 
to comply with the Rehabilitation Act 
of 1973. 


The welcoming address at both cere¬ 
monies was given by PBCC Trustees 
Chair Plomer J. Hand. Other speakers 
included PBCC President Edward M. 
Eissey and PBCC President Emeritus 
Harold C. Manor. Tate's son and daugh¬ 
ter, Rock Anthony Tate and Patti Jo 
Tate Stoutt, also spoke at the ceremony 
which honored their father.

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Beach Community College lost one of its 
most respected and beloved emeritus faculty members 
when Marian Frances Morse passed away on May 5, 
1995 at the age of 100. Marian joined PBCC in 1934, 
just one year after the fledgling College was founded. 
Like the other members who comprised PBCC s orig¬ 
inal faculty, she was a fiercely dedicated teacher who 
received no salary — she was motivated simply by love. 
Today, in a society driven almost exclusively by 
finance, this concept seems almost incomprehensible. 

Teaching is, unquestionably, a special vocation, and 
those called to this exclusive service are indeed 
unique individuals. Many qualities define a great 
teacher, but one in particular stands out, and that is 
nobility — nobility of character, of mind and of spirit. 
In the 20th century work place, the list of career 
choices seems almost endless, but no profession is 
more ennobling — or more personally rewarding — 
than teaching. 

Over the years, we have all been particularly influ¬ 
enced, to some degree, by a dedicated teacher. At 
Palm Beach Community College, we are indeed for¬ 
tunate to have many outstanding teachers who have 
contributed to the College s academic success over 
the years. They have used tlieir exemplary t^ilents and

personal commitment to excellence to establish PBCC 
as a premiere institution of higher education, recognized 
botli at the state and national levels. 

This qualifying statement is not based on wishful 
thinking but is a simple matter of fact. To illustrate, 
PBCCs CLAST scores have consistently been among 
the highest in tlie area. In February 1995, PBCC stu¬ 
dents who sat for the CLAST achieved a 60 percent pass 
rate, the best in the South region. In 1994 and 1993, the 
test results were the same—PBCC students were 
ranked at the top. 

An institution is only as good as tlie people who form 
its human foundation. Since its beginning in 1933, 
PBCC has been staffed witli extraordinary individuals. 
For more than 60 years, our academic philosophy has 
centered on a commitment to educate, train and pre¬ 
pare Palm Beach County students for the world of busi¬ 
ness as well as the business of life. 

In 1961, John F. Kennedy wrote that the human mind 
is our fundamental resource. Teachers, particularly die 
noble ones, will revel in the inherent wisdom of this 
statement. Quite simply, the greatness of PBCC as an 
institution is in direct correlation to the greatness of its 
teachers. They lead us to a dream, but more important¬ 
ly, they teach us how to fulfill die dream. This, indeed, 
is the essence of nobility.
